The analyst, revered of New 
York's intelligentsia because he 
knows a little more history than 
run-of-the-mlnc "experts," hemmed, 
hawed, then blurted something in- 
offensive and at the same time vague 
enough, so that the irate lady 
couldn't fling his words back with 
interest on that distant day when 
all the mysteries of war have been 
hauled out into the open for every- 
body and his brother to wax plati- 
tudinous over.

Not Wholly Without Function. 

The following evening we turned 
in the commentator's quarter-hour 
program and got a definite answer 
to Mrs. Publisher's question— some 
one else's. As proof of his thesis 
that Great Britain was in no posi- 
tion to invade the continent at this 
time he quoted from Labor Minis 
1er Ernest Bevin who, In the course 
of a Commons debate last Wednes 
day, warned that Britain had begun 
to scrape the bottom for manpower 
and that formation of a two-pur 
pose army, for offense as well as 
defence, had not yet moved beyond 
the blueprint stage. "The very best 
that Britain can hope to do, is- to 
hold her own in the Mediterran 
ean," he concluded. 

All of which goes to show that 
publisher's wives are not wholly 
without function.

Plain Talk. 

Into the Neutrality controversy 
on Friday, jumped the New York 
Post, and landed with both feet 
firmly on the ground. Said the Post 
in a lead editorial: 

". . . America is not helpless. 
America can quite possibly win 
, this battle of Russia; America 
can insure that anything Hitler 
wins in this battle will not be 
final victory. America's weapon, 
swift as a flash of lightning. Is 
a declaration of war." 
This was the Post's second call to 
arms. Just three months previously 
in the same columns, had appeared 
the first editorial demanding a war 
declaration published by any Unit 
ed States newspaper. 

The Shoe's on the Other Foot. 

Words far more startling came 
from the Communist Dally Worker 
that same day. The Worker printed, 
and all the afternoon sheets re- 
printed, an editorial tidbit part of 
which reads: 

"The production of war mat- 
erials to aid the people of the 
Soviet Union and Great Britain 
and to enable America to play 
its proper role Is all-doclslve. 
Without the uninterrupted pro- 
duction of these materials, Hit- 
ler cannot be defeated. 

"From this it also follows that 
interference with production of 
needed war supplies — whether 
they arc as a result ot strikes 
or of delays by the employers- 
can only help Hitler and 
weaken the defence of the 
U.S." 

Vanished on the wings of night, 
Is the stigma "Imperialist war." : 

Oh. to be a fellow-traveller now 
that Joe has washed his face! 

The Dally Worker's comment 
makes us all the prouder of a 
theory we've long nurtured in sil- 
ence: that "strikes in defence indus- 
• tries are not, to any great extent, 
Communist-Inspired. Surely labor's 



Discusses 
Post-war 
Problems 



Edward J. Phelan, acting di- 
rector of the International La- 
bor Organization, addressed 
members of the Canadian Club 
at a luncheon in the Windsor 
Hotel today. Mr. Phelan spoke 
on "Canada and the I.L.O.'* 

In his speech he began by ex- 
plaining what the I.L.O. Is and 
stands for. He lined out the Im- 
portant role Canada has played In 
this organization since its founda- 
tion. 

Role of I.L.O. Told. 

This country has been closely as- 
sociated with the I.L.O. ever since 
plans had been made for its crea- 
tion at the Peace Conference In 
1919. The Canadian statesmen at- 
tending all had full power, and 
Canadian delegations have attend- 
ed every meeting of the organiza- 
tion. These facts' and many others 
make It very appropriate that at a 
time when the office was unable to 
carry on in Europe it came to Can 
ada. 

Mr. Phelan went on to say that 
post-war conditions must be consld 
ered now. "This war will not have 
been won when the last shot is fired 
and the last bomb has been drop 
ped." Still, with the experience 
gathered in the last war and despite 
the destructions of this war, he is 
certain, that there is no reason why 
a higher standard of living should 
not be attained. 

"We must neither minimize nor 
exaggerate the difficulties which 
may He in the way of the achieve 
ment of our post war problems,' 
he went on. If we fall to achieve 
them, we arc heading for a still 
more terrible repetition of the war 
problems. We must face the problem 
with confidence and in the know! 
edge of . what will happen if we 
fall."

Alex Stalker, Presi- 
dent of the Debating Union ex- 
pressed the hope that all students 
interested in debating and public 
speaking, will participate (and fully 
co-operate) in making this sessions 
activities a success. Lists will be 
posted in the various buildings, on 
which students may signify their 
intentions of taking part in the de- 
bating activities. Records will be 
kept of all debates, and awards will 
be made on the basis of the de- 
baters sessional record.

Kingston, Ont., October 14. — 
(C.U.P.)— For the first time in its 
history, Queens University has this 
year elected a co-ed as president 
of the Alma Mater Society, stu- 
dents' governing body. In the final 
counting Miss Wardle substantially 
led her opponents and the Medical 
Faculty, having the next greatest 
number of votes, won vice-presi- 
dency. 

This election of Dorothy Wardle 
is deemed the first real vindication 
of the proportional voting system, 
instituted two years ago, whose 
main purpose was to check machine 
domination ot campus politics by 
better organized faculties.

The 
United States supplied the most 
with 244 students. 



Red Cross to 
Begin Today 

R.V.C. Women 
Will Now Be 
In Uniform 



The new Canadian Red Cross 
Corps which has been formed at 
McGill is a voluntary organization 
of trained, disciplined, uniformed 
women, available for national scr 
vice. Certain qualifications are nec 
essary for these women joining the 
Red Cross Corps; steadiness of 
nerve and strength of body; tarn. 
iHarity ,wlth_ saf ety _ precautions; 
quick, instinctive response of mind 
and body to commands and signals; 
and disciplined movements of 
masses. 

The McGill Corps begins lis train 
Ing tonight and will meet In R.V.C. 
at 7.45-9.00. The women in that 
branch of the service have not yet 
received their uniforms, but these 
are expected shortly. 

Uniforms to be Worn. 

The principle ot uniforms as a 
sign of trained service has long 
been accepted in our social life. Not 
only the fighting forces, but police- 
men, postmen, firemen, trained 
nurses, religious orders, Salvation 
Army girls have found it advisable 
not only to possess certain qualifi- 
cations for the performance of spe 
cial duties, but also to wear the 
uniform which denotes such prepar 
edness. In times of emergency when 
panic threatens, there is an In- 
stinctive impulse to turn to a man 
or woman in uniform for guidance 
and help. 



Dr. Lomer, McGill University 
! .librarian, addressed the Saint 
James Literary Society last night 
on: "Highlights of the Book," a 
discussion of the history of the 
actual form of books. The. lec- 
turer illustrated, by means of 
numerous lantern slides, the de- 
velopment of the arts of human 
record from prehistoric times 
down to the present day. 

Only the high spots could be 
touched, but .the course ot the story 
covered the beginnings of human 
pictorial record. It followed its de- 
velopment through the North Am- 
erican Indian until the arrival of 
the white man. 
Hieroglyphics Considered. 

A more fruitful line ot growth 
was through the cuneiform clay 
tablets of the Assyrians and the 
papyri of the Egyptlons. From these 
hieroglyphics some- of our letters 
are derived through the Phoei 
clans, Greeks and Romans. 

The search for a suitable writing 
material was also traced by the 
lecturer, and included stone, clay, 
papyrus, and the skins ot animals 
until paper was invented by T'fni 
Lun in China in 105 A.D. 

The medieval Illuminations of 
the printer, and the development of 
the press was traced up to the time 
of the linotype,- monotype, and the 
printer. 

Dr. Lomer is in charge of all the 
libraries at McGill. In addition to 
this he is very interested in the 
particular field that he covered last 
night. He also contributes frequent 
ly to various, periodicals and tèch" 
nical journals.

explained why he, as a doctor as 
well as a human being, was a mill 
tant anti-Fascist. "The chief cause 
of disease today is still poverty,' 
he stated. Fascism, by reducing the 
standard ot living among all classes 
has thus spread disease immeasur- 
ably.

Dr. Sigerist 
Traces Rise 
Of Medicine 

Importance of 
Medical History 
Is Emphasized 



That knowledge of the history 
of medicine is essential for the 
progress of medical practice was 
the theme of an address given by 
Dr. Sigerist, of John Hopkins 
University, given at the meeting 
of the McGill Undergraduate So- 
ciety in the medical building 
yesterday afternoon. 

"Medicine Is not only i science, 
but is also a social science," em- 
phasized Dr. Sigerist as he ad- 
dressed the members of the medi- 
cal faculty. He further stressed 
that "the key to understanding is 
given through history," and stated 
that the history of medicine plays 
an important role in the progress 
of medical science. 
Development Outlined. 

The speaker then proceeded to 
give an outline account ot the de- 
velopment of medicine. Tracing 
the sociology of medicine back to 
earliest times, he underlined that 
an important part of the physician's 
task is to make the patient mentally 
responsive to his scientifically ap- 
plied efforts. But he stressed vigor- 
ously that this could only be 
brought about with the aid of a 
thorough knowledge of medical his- 
tory. 

The speaker divided his histori- 
cal account into three categories, 
namely the history of the patient, 
the history ot the physician, and 
the history of the interrelationship 
of the two. He compared the oncient 
consideration of sickness as a pun- 
ishment, with the modern prefer-, 
entiol position of the patient, ex- 
emplifying the latter by « humor- 
ous anecdote concerning one Of his - 
colleagues in Budapest, who, con- 
demned to-.berJipgeg during a 
revolution, was granted a reprieve 
on the grounds of , illness; when he 
recovered, the revolution was over 
and he was safe. 

The speaker then discussed the 
present great personal power of the 
physician, lending to'the imposition . 
of rules upon him, for the protec-' 
tion of society against unscrupulous \ 
members of the profession. Said Dr. 
Sigerist: "The scope of medicine has 
broadened from century to cen- 
tury." and stated "that the physi- 
cian has become the psychological 
and scientific adviser to the court, 
especially in the matter of re- 
habilitating criminals." 

In concluding, the lecturer ex- ' 
pressed his conviction that "our 
ultimate goal is to get rid of .'tho

Student Registration 
Decreased Last Session 



Two coeds of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Jeanne Bolglano and 
Claudia Clow, recently sent to 
the British Air Ministry an of- 
fer of. service. 

The two girls, both of Dayton, 
Ohio, submitted a leter with 
photographs enclosed, in which 
thoy volunteered to "help break 
the gruelling day's work for 
some pilot" by doing some sort 
of work on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

"We know how busy you all 
are," the letter read, "and we 
don't mean to be a nuisance, but 
if there is any work we could

That student registration at 
McGill declined in 1940-41 'is 
shown by the annual report for 
the last session. The decrease 
war largely among partial stud- 
ents, with a slight drop in re- 
gistrations in Arts and Com- 
merce. 

The figures for the present 
session have not yet been re- 
leased but In 1940-41 there were 
241 students taking advanced 
degrees— a new high, and an 
increase of 5 on the previous 
year. The total number of stud- 
ents enrolled In 1940-41 was 
3,234, as against 3.429 in 1939-40, 
2,072 being undergraduates, of 
whom 1,286 were registered in 
the Faculty of Arts and Science.

There has been considerable contro- 
versy both at McGill and at other Cana- 
dian universities during the past few weeks 
as to the necessity of cancelling Intercolle- 
giate sports in Cnnada for the duration. 
With this thought in mind a meeting of the 
Advisory Athletics Board was called last 
night to determine the stand which McGill 
should take in this matter. 

After thoroughly discussing the prob- 
lem it was decided to enter a hockey team 
from McGill in a local services league com- 
posed of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
providing this step is approved by the other 
Canadian colleges. 

In taking this step McGill are abiding 
by the ruling of the C.I.A.U. this summer, 
which was designed to cancel Intercollegi- 
ate sports. Such a hockey league however 
•will provide the students on the campus 
with something tangible in the form of a 
McGill hockeyteam for which they may 
cheer and which will carry on the Redmen's 
ico laurels rwhieh date back to the very 
founding of r tfie' game. 

With practically the whole McGill 
student body enrolled in the M.R.T.B. or 
Eome active unit of the militia this, hockey 
league would remain completely militnry 
. and it is hard to see how this would hinder 
McGill's war effort. Surely no man will be 
less able to serve his country for having 
participated in some form of organized 
sport. 

Similar arrangements are being made at 
Toronto and Western to play organized 
league sports with other than college teams 
and it is the firm believe of many of the 
leading sport men of the day that such 
organized sports are the best way to mold 
today's manpower in a truly democratic 
way.

The Carnegie Music Room opened yes- 
terday and will remain open for the rest 
of this college session, if sufficient students 
volunteer to look after the. gramophone.

It is well at the outset of a discussion on 
modern literature to become acquainted In a 
general sort of way with the basic trends in 
subject matter of today's writing. We have 
already considered a definition of "modernity' 
and the artistic necd ( of a changed art form, 
Later on we shall examine tho techniques of 
the various authors, one by one. So let us 
now consider not how or why, but what tho 
modern writing world Is doing. 

It must first be understood that within tho 
embracing classification of modern writing 
there are many groups or "schools" of writing. 
Each of these has Its own prejudices, Its own 
canons of taste, its own techniques, and Its own 
theory of art, and although they are all to some 
extent opposable, each is a product of the same 
changing times and culture. All, then, are 
similar; they arc seeking the same artistic goal, 
even if by different roads, and for the present, 
may all be included In the general term 
"modern." 

In one sense the revolt against the perfee 
Hon of the last century began when the frontiers 
of thought were pushed back from cozy Vic 
torlanism by the publication of Darwin's "Origin 
of Species." This began a general revamping 
of learning, or was the birth, really, of a new 
learning. Completely new directions of thought 
were opened up to the savant and the artist, 
,the one following quickly on the heels of the 
other. 

But more directly important to the writers 
of this century was the publication of "The 
Golden Bough." The modern literary world 
Immediately seized upon Sir James Frazcr's dis- 
covery that habit patterns may be Inherited 
biologically or culturally by generation after 
generation so that what was once a conscious, 
perhaps self-conscious, act of ritual in a pre- 
literate society may become, hundreds of years 
later In a descendant of that society, an un- 
conscious behaviour trait completely divorced 
from its early meaning. 

To literary people this transmission of be- 
haviour patterns down through the ages came 
as a direct invitation to fill their pens with 
four dimensional ink. Without a moment's 
hesitation they had their characters living in 
several centuries at the same time as well as 
all over the world. The prime example of this 
kind of thing is James Joyce's "Ulysses." 

Just as important, and to some extent con- 
tingent, In its affect upon the nature of modcr 
.writing was the publishing of Freud's "Die 
Traumdcutung" in 1000. This work on tho 
significance of dreams opened up a new realm 
to the experimenting writer. The unconscious 
mind and the associative symbols of speech 
and action were certainly opposable to the con- 
ventional forms of the English novel, and yet 
they were a real element of human life. 

Thus the "timeless unconscious" became in a 
general way the subject matter of modern writ- 
ing. _ ÀU the diverse ramifications of such a 
subject make too complicated a study to be 
dealt with here, but suffice it to say that around 
this core of interpretation life has been given 
literary expression, particularly in the novel, 
in almost Innumerable ways. 

The "timeless unconscious" theme has been 
pressed into the service of all basic plots, all 
art theories, and all techniques. It is the artis- 
tic counterpart of the relatively new studies 
of psychology, sociology and anthropology, and 
suits equally well the aesthetic purposes of 
cither the realists or the idealists. Whatever 
its form, it expresses the fundamental social 
emergent of our age; a readier and deeper 
consciousness of society and the Individuals 
therein. Accordingly, it was no more than 
natural that this should become the theme upon 
which the individual or grouped variations 
could sound. But art being what it Is, the 
"timeless unconscious" Idea could become no 
more than that. 

It Is to be noted, however, that by and large 
tho variations existing among the opposed 
schools of modern writing are merely matters 
of technique, style, and presentation. But tho 
roots of the techniques in use today go back 
to long-dead generations, and any survey of 
them in this column must wait

Subject to Consent

Proposed Services League 
Composed of Teams from 
Army, Navy and Air Force 



At a meeting of the Advisory 
Athletic Board last night plans 
were made for McGill to enter 
a hockey team in a local ser- 
vices league providing approval 
is obtained from the other col- 
leges of the C.I.A.U. 

The league would be made up ot 
teams from the Army, Navy and 
Air Force units stationed In the city 
and since practically the whole 
student body at McGill are enrolled 
in the M.R.T.B. or some active mili- 
tary unit the league will take on a 
purely military air. 
SUBJECT TO C.I.A.U. RULING. 

The present ruling of the C.I.A.U. 
in regard to Intercollegiate sports 
is designed to cancel sports be- 
tween the major colleges and other 
.contests outside the city. Thus the 
present decision will not in any way 
be contrary to the C.I.A.U. ruling 
and at the same time will make It 
possible to organize a McGill tram 
to carry on the ice laurels ot past 
Red teams. 

Word has come from the other 
major colleges that similar arrange 
ments are made for these colleges 
to take part in local leagues and 
this should answer the desire of the 
student bodies to have college 
teams for which they may cheer 
and which will provide some re- 
laxation from the otherwise stren- 
uous program now being carried on 
at the various colleges. 

Sport leaders throughout Canada 
have joined in their belief that col' 
lege sports should be carried on to 
the greatest possible extent during 
the war since organized sports arc 
considered the best way to mould 
the necessary men for the present 
conflict. Many arc the names ot 
past McGill students who have 
starred on the gridiron or on Red 
hockey teams of bygone years who 
are now in uniform and are defi 
nitcly none the worse for having 
taken part In organized college 
sports. 

SHADES OF THE PAST. 

In 1920 at a local meeting at M.A. 
A.A. to organize Olympic teams it 
was admitted publicly that a mis 
take was made in cancelling col 
lege sports throughout the last 
5 World War and while it would of 
course be Impossible to carry on 
Intercollegiate games as in the pre 
■war days this plan for local hockey 
games is designed to till the gap 
which was left when college games 
were cancelled. 

Approval was also given at last 
night's meeting for an exhibition 
tennis match with the University 
of Montreal which will be held at 
some time next week. 
FUTURE EXHIBITION 

Encouraged by the success of the 
football game last Monday with the 
Verdun Grads plans are going 
ahead for another similar exhibition 
game to be held on some future 
date. Although there was no ad 
mission charged for Monday's game 
the student turnout was not as 
large as it might have been. With 
more advance publicity for another 
such game a larger student turnout 
should result

PLANES BOMB COLLEGE YARD 
But Only In Fun; Drop 
120 Theoretical Missiles 

"Enemy" planes flying over Har- 
vard yesterday afternoon shattered 
generations of tranquility In the 
pursuit of knowledge by dropping 
120 high explosive and incendiary 
bombs, leaving Massachusetts Hall 
in wreckage, blowing up water and 
gas^ mains, and setting fire to 
President Conant's house. 

The bombs, of course, were Imag- 
inary, but the whole Incident was a 
test of the efficiency of Cambridge's 
air raid defence authorities, and 
partly also of Harvard's embryonjp 
warden organization. The skies of 
Boston, clouded by yesterday after- 
noon's rain, were filled with United 
States air force planes in connec- 
tion with the manoeuvres this week. 

Complete emergency equipment, 
including special fire hose trucks, 
equipment for demolition squads, 
autos for first aid workers, and 
scores of city deputy wardens, were 
in readiness for the raid. Chief 
warden of v the Harvard district was 
Aldrlch Durant business manager 
of the University. 

Defence Organization Good 

Questioned after the raid, which 
lasted from 2.30 to 2.50 o'clock, he 
expressed satisfaction with the 
speed and efficiency with which 
the Harvard forces went to the 
scene of the damage and discharged 
their duties. "If an actual raid had 
been in progress we would have 
had the situation well under con- 
trol," he said, "but most of the real 
credit goes to the well-trained city 
defence organization. 

First warning of the approach of 
the raiders was received at 12.30 
o'clock, and emergency crews were 
called to be In readiness and to 
maintain contact with the Chief 
Warden's control post In the Yard. 

Four city volunteer wardens 
were stationed In each of the Uni- 
versity's buildings to await possible 
damage. Three central emergency 
equipment posts with trucks, fire 
hoses, and tools, were stationed at 
Harvard Hall, In the maintenance 
building on the river, and theor- 
etically in the Music building quad- 
rangle. 

"Damage" reported by Durant's 
crew included 12 high explosive and 
incendiary bombs in the Yard, all 
in the open except for the one 
which hit Massachusetts .Hall, caus- 
ed four casualties and trapped six 
people in the wreckage. Fire start- 



ed, but the truck and first aid 
squad stationed outside Harvard 
Hall put the fire in check. '
